organized cam­ 
paign was planned when Dr. Ly­ 
man Beecher and several other 
distingu ished chu rchmen met in 
Boston and formed the Ameri­ 
can Society for the Promotion of 
Temperance. 
-The initial memb ership was 
confined to citizens 
of Massa­ 
chu setts,” Mrs. Morrow relates, 
-b u t additional memb ers were 
rapidly added from all parts of 
the nation. There were only two 
ministers on the first execu tive 
committee, which listed a ju stice 
of the Massachu setts su preme 
cou rt, college professors 
and 
several lawyers. By 18 32 there 
were listed more than 4,000 so­ 
cieties with an aggregate mem­ 
b ership of 500,000.” 


New York, May 29—There is a 
race in America today whose 
langu age is made u p of Sansk­ 
rit, Rou manian, Ru ssian, Span­ 
ish, Hu ngarian and most of the 
myriad tongu es of Asia. They do 
their cou nting in Greek exclu ­ 
sively. Still, if you ask 
them 
where they came from, they will 
answer -Egypt"—if they answer 
at all!

They still give it. Bu t not a sin­ 
gle fact estab lished b y philolo­ 
gists or ethnologists will b ack u p 
their story, according to Konrad 
Bercovici, the writer, 
who u n­ 
tangles 
most of the twisted 
threads of the Gipsy mystery in 
an article written for the cu r­ 
rent issu e of McClu re’s 
maga­ 
zine. 


By pu tting together the find­ 
ings of science and Gipsy 
le­ 
gends, Bercovici traces the Gip­ 
sies b ack more than 4,000 years 
and estab lishes their kinship 
with the wandering 
trib es 
of 
what is now northern India. So 
far as the investigator can find, 
they were the su rvivors of a ci­ 
vilization which had cru mb led 
long b efore that ancient date, 
and which had its origin in 
Asia. 
No record of Egyptian origin 
of the race has ever b een fou nd, 
either b y historian or philologist, 
and the sou ndest theory is that 
the first b ands to invade Eu rope 
told the story of a long 
trek 
from Egypt for some reason now 
forgotten. Later generations ac­ 
cepted the myth withou t qu es­ 
tion, u ntil now the modern Gip­ 
sy holds to it in spite of the 
facts. 


Alexander the Great 
is held 
responsib le for the first 
west­ 
ward movement of the Gipsies, 
for it was soon after his invas­ 
ion of India in 350 B. C. that 
their movement toward Eu rope 
is clearly traced, and the fact 
that their nu meral system as 
well as many of their words 
come from the Greek points to 
an early and close association. 
How long the Gipsies formed a 
roving, marau dering nation 
in 
Persia and the ancient Byzan­ 
tine empire no one knows. Bu t 
they appeared in what 
is now 
Rou mania in 600 A. D. and con­ 
tinu ed in the Balkans and sou ­ 
thern Ru ssian for 8 00 years b e­ 
fore their su dden spread 
over 
Eu rope b egan. 
It was 500 years ago that a 
little b and of 100 first appeared 
in Germany, b egging, 
stealing, 
threatening and fighting their 
way throu gh the awed peasant­ 
ry, according to the McClu re’s 
writer. They appear to have b een 
the vangu ard of 
a wholesale 
exodu s, for 
within ten years

Three boy s were born to her 
before she was twenty —Clinton, 
Leonard and Frank. Clinton the 
oldest, was a soldier. He enlisted 
in 
Comp any H, 
18 th Illinois 
Cav alry , in Febru ary , 186 4, when 
he was 16. 


Tells o f So n 
Mrs. Bu tton now wrinkled and 
worn sits alone with her remin- 
isences. 
“I hav e had to work hard all 
my life bu t we did hav e the 
jolliest times,” she say s. “When 
Clinton 
was 
old 
enou gh 
to 
dance I tau ght him how and 
was his first p artner. I’ll hav e 
y ou know I was no wall flower 
in those day s.” 
Then the Civ il War came and 
with it a call for recru its. Local 
comp anies were formed in Mc­ 
Henry and they drilled not far 
from the Rorer home. 
“There was p aradin’ u p and 
down the streats with torches 
and dru ms,” she say s. “Clinton 
was only 16 bu t he was big and 
strong and they took him in.

COLOR IN TIIE GARDEN 
By JAMES H. BURDETT 
(Director of the National Gar­ 
den Bu reau ) 
In the ou tdoor room, 
with 
walls of green, ceiling of 
blu e 
sky and decorations of growing 
flowers, color finds its most lo­ 
gical ex p ression. Here color hu n­ 
ger may be fed u p on a feast of 
brilliant and satisfy ing 
hu es, 
withou t a su ggestion of the in­ 
congru ou s. And here one makes 
the discov ery that color 
may 
become a p assion; and that the 
beau ty of flowers is cap able of 
imp arting a p leasu re as definite 
and keen as any ex p erience in 
life. 
Garden makers hav e been in­ 
stru cted in the u se of color by 
many able and original p racti­ 
tioners of this art, one of 
the 
first and p erhap s the mosf em­ 
inent being Miss Gertru de Jeky ll 
of England. Her book, “Color in 
the Flower Garden," 
remains 
one of the best on this su bject. 
It may be that few of those who 
make gardens hav e liead this 
book, bu t there hav e p assed from 
mou th to ear, at garden 
clu b 
meetings and flower shows, cer­ 
tain max ims based u p on 
the 
teachings of the color p ioneers, 
which are accep ted and so define 
the fashion. 
Red has been dep osed as the 
p rincip al color of ou r gardens. 
For generations it had reigned 
su p reme. Red geraniu ms, 
red 
cannas, red tu lip s, red 
salv ia, 


red roses, led all other colors in 
sales and dominated all p lant­ 
ings. Color-consciou s gardeners! 
came to see that where red p re- i 
v ailed other colors were 
ov er- j 
whelmed; their charm destroy ed, j 
A reaction cau sed a widesp read 
mov ement to banish reel 
en~ 
tirely from the garden. 
Few 
gardeners now go far, since red 
as an accent is needed for 
a 
tou ch of warm brilliance in many 
color schemes. Bu t the domina­ 
tion of red is ov er forev er, and 
the colors most in demand 
for 
the modern garden are p ink and 
blu e. 
The laws of color 
arrange­ 
ment which gov ern in all artis­ 
tic enterp rise ap p ly to color in 
the garden, bu t they mu st be 
adap ted to sp ecial garden con­ 
ditions and to the color material 
p rov ided by the floral kingdom. 
In the garden one begins with 
two color elements fix ed. 
The 
sky , which is blu e or gray , and 
the backgrou nd, which will u s­ 
u ally be green. There are 
few 
tru e blu es in the flower colors, 
bu t there is a wealth of lav en­ 
ders and p u rp les. Of p ink, y ellow 
and orange, there is an infinite 
v ariety . 
No color absorbs light 
more 
comp letely than the green 
of 
foliage. So borders with a back­ 
grou nd shou ld u su ally be light 
with p lenty of the p aler tints, 
if the flowers are to be 
seen. 
Pale y ellows, oranges and whites 
' are most lu minou s and shou ld 


be u sed with liberality in bord- ! 
ers; thou gh whites may easily 
be ov erdone in small gardens. As 
a ru le the most effectiv e grou p ­ 
ings are those which disp lay har­ 
mony by contrast. Su ch combi 
nations as orange and lav endar, 
y ellow and blu e, dark p u rp le and 
white, and p ink and blu e^v iolet, 
make the p ictu res which linger 
longest in memory and p rov ide 
the su rest satisfaction for 
the 
color-consciou s garden 
owner. 
Bu t if y ou r sou l crav es red and 
y ellow y ou will be ou t of fashion, 
for this 
combination 
once so 
p op u lar for early tu lip beds in 
Ap ril, is now taboo. To like it is 
to be considered p rimitiv e.

But cherries are not the only fruits 
for which y ou can fish in summer 
drinks. There is pineapple. Of course 
y ou alway s save the sy rup from a can 
of pineapple to use in punch, but did 
y ou ever think of adding a few bits of, 
pineapple to each glass? 
Try using 
them and y ou will like the beverage 
even better, for the fruit gives just the 
tang that may be missing in the taste, 
and the dressiness that may be lacking 
in the appearance. 


The Final Frill 


So when y ou serve pineapple in salad 
or dessert, be careful to pour all the 
sy rup into a glass jar and save it; do 
the same with other fruit sy rups; then, 
in a wonderfully short time, y ou will 
find that in y our ice-box are enough 
sy rups for a delicious beverage. 
Here are some recipes which will be 
i all the better for the final frill if bits 
o f pineapple are dropped in each glass: 
Pin ea p p le Mo rn in g Glo ry: 
Mix two- 
thirds cup sy rup from canned H a­ 
wa iia n pineapple, one tablespoon honey , 
pinch o f salt and lemon juice to taste 
(o ne o r two tablespoons) 
. This makes 
8 delig htful brea kfa st drink o r co ck­ 


tail. If preferred, juice of an orange 
may be added. 
Just before serving, 
drop a few pieces of pineapple in each 
glass. 
Pin ea p p le Pu n ch : 
Dissolve one cup 
sugar and one glass of currant jelly in 
three cups boiling water. 
Cool and 
add one cup pineapple sy rup, one cup 
orange juice,.one-half cup lemon juice. 
Pour over ice in punch bowl, and, just 
before serving, add one bottle ginger 
ale, a few whole currants and pieces of 
pineapple. 


Punch for a Party

THE REAL MEANING OF MEMORIAL DAY 


Time has a way of healing things and mak- 


ing sharp outlines less harsh. 


The slopes of cemetery ridge, outside the town 


of Gettysburg, are grass-grown and peaceful. 
Vicksburg is surrounded by a smiling, green park- 
way 
The woods of Virginia's wilderness are as 


quiet as they were before the white men came, 
and there are no ruined farmhouses or burned 
barns between Atlanta and the sea. The €ivil 
War has slipped far back into the past. 


But Wednesday, as on every 30th of May, we 


call it back again; not In all its red, ugly horror, 
but as a rather picturesque, heroic, romantic 
memory. 
We do this, we say, in order to pay 


homage to the men who fought. With it we con- 
jure up scenes from other wars; names like El 
Caney, Santiago and Manila Bay, somewhat over- 
shadowed of recent years by such words as Can- 
tigny, Belleau Woods and Montfaucon. 


Yet our reverence to these things seems to be 


rather a surface matter. We watch the parades 
and listen to the bands and the orators; but the 
next day we put it all away and resume the daily 
routine. 
Memorial Day stands out to most of 


us, it is to be suspected, more as a day on which 
we do not have to work than as a solemn time of 
remembrance and consecration. 


We need to recapture the solemnity of the 


original Decoration Day. Perhaps we could^do it 
by bringing back in all their ghastly horror the 
war scenes that we talk about so glibly today. We 
speak of Gettysburg, for instance, and our minds 
picture the splendid pageant of Picketfs charge; 
but a man who fought at Gettysburg could give 
us a different picture. He could show us men dis- 
embowelled, torn asunder, trampled underfoot, 
run through with bayonets, smashed to bleeding 
fragments in that -splendid pageant;" and if we 
could see the picture as he sees it we might put 
more spirit into our observance of the day. 


For the day's real significance lies in the fact 


that a great many thousands of men have given 
up their lives for the sake of that red, white and 
blue symbol that heads our parades. They sur- 
rendered their youth, their hopes, their dreams, 


,-te-die before.their time; and they did it for a - 
: great ideal. All of the horror, all of the agony, of 


those battles are part of the price that was paid 
for the country we have today. Blood and tears 
and sorrow and pain helped buy the peace and 
prosperity of Decoration Day, 1923. 


What should we do, then? 
Chiefly, we could make our patriotism a little 


deeper and broader. We could do it by remem- 
bering the sacrifices that this day commemorates: 
by reminding ourselves that our heritage, as 
Americans, was dearly bought. 
The freedom 


and happiness we have today did not come by 
chance. They cost a great price. We must main- 
tain them. We must be worthy of them.

Gypsies Came From India More 


Than Four Thousand Years Ago 


Prohibition Not New Movement 
For Teetotalers Were Strong A 


Century Ago 


HAD AN ORGANIZATION OF 


OVER HALF MILLION THEN 


New York, May 29—The prohi- 


bition movement, although it 
still is regarded as something of 
a -sudden and modern manifes- 
tation in America, actually had a 
strong foundation of 500,000 or- 
ganized teetotalers in the United 
States almost a century ago. 


This is the interesting 
fact 


brought out by Honore Willsie 
Morrow, who has begun the bio- 
graphy of John Bartholomew 
Gough, the dissolute young en- 
tertainer who suddenly became 
the greatest temperance orator 
of his time, and the recognized 
leader of the antiliquor move- 
ment in America 
before his 


death in 1886. 


Spasmodic movements against 


alcohol in America go back be- 
yond 1800, but it was in 1826 
that the first organized cam- 
paign was planned when Dr. Ly- 
man Beecher and several other 
distinguished churchmen met in 
Boston and formed the Ameri- 
can Society for the Promotion of 
Temperance. 


-The initial membership was 


confined to citizens of Massa- 
chusetts," Mrs. Morrow relates,

New York, May 29—There Is a 


race in America today whose 
language is made up of Sansk- 
rit, Roumanian, Russian, Span- 
ish, Hungarian and most of the 
myriad tongues of Asia. They do 
their counting hi Greek exclu- 
sively. Still, if you ask 
them 


where they came from, they will 
answer -Egypt"—if they answer 
at all! 
That is the answer they gave 


when the first band invaded the 
western world through Germany 
h- 1417 and were labeled Gipsies. 
They still give it. But not a sin- 
gle fact established by philolo- 
gists or ethnologists will back up, 
their story, according to. Konrad 
Bercovici, the writer, who un- 
tangles most of the twisted 
threads of the Gipsy mystery in 
an article written for the cur- 
rent issue of McClure's maga- 
zine. 


By putting together, the find- 


ings of science and Gipsy le- 
gends, Bercovici traces the Gip- 
sies back more than 4,000 years 
and establishes their kinship 
with Jhe wandering tribes of 
what is now northern India. So 
far as the investigator can find, 
they were the survivors of a ci- 
vilization which had crumbled 
long before that ancient date; 
and which had its origin hi 
Asia. 
No record of Egyptian origin 


of the race has ever been found, 
either by historian or philologist, 
and the soundest theory is that 
the first bands to invade Europe, 
told the story of a long trek 
from Egypt for some reason now 
forgotten. Later generations ac- 
cepted the myth without ques- 
tion, until now the modern Gip- 
sy holds to it hi spite of the 
facts. 


Alexander the Great is held 


responsible for the first west- 
ward movement of the Gipsies, 
for It was soon after his invas- 
ion of India in 350 B. C. that 
their movement toward' Europe 
is clearly traced, and the fact 
that their numeral system as 
well as many of their words 
come from the Greek points to 
an early and close association. 


How long the Gipsies formed a 


roving, maraudering nation in 
Persia and the ancient Byzan- 
tine empire no one knows. But 
.they appeared in what is now 
Roumania in 600 A. D. and con- 
tinued in the Balkans and sou- 
thern Russian for 800 years be- 
fore their sudden spread over 
Europe began. 


It was 500 years ago that a 


little band of 100 first appeared 
in Germany, begging, stealing, 
threatening and fighting their 
way'through the awed peasant- 
ry, according to the McClure's 
writer. They appear to have been 
the vanguard of a wholesale 
exodus, for within ten years

Porch and Window Boxes 


The porch and 
window box j 


planting season is at hand and 
the annual problem of what to 
put in them must be solved. For 
sunny windows or porches the 
best flowering material is the 
petunia, either the small flower- 
ed or balcony type. The double 
petunias are satisfactory but do 
not give the display. 
Dwarf 


French marigolds, for prim and 
formal boxes are excellent and 
they can be given an edging of 
alyssum to finish off the box. 


For draperies, the tall nastur- 


tiums give excellent results if 
care is taken to nip the ends of 
the streamers when they get too 
long. This - causes them 
to 


branch and make a more wide- 
spread drapery of green as a 
background for the bloom. 


The trailing vinca in both the 


green and white and green leav- 
ed sorts is the main standby for 
a drooping trailer to decorate 
porch boxes and nothing 
has 


been found to supplant it for a 
solid fall of attractive foliage. 
English ivy is useful for shaded 
situations and in deep shade 
Bostonferns are the most reliable 
material to be certain of a good 
display. In this situation the 
fancy-leaved caladiums will give 
brilliant color. It is useless to 
expect any of the annuals or us- 
ual flowering plants such as 
geraniums to do much in deep 
shade. 


Heliotropes and lantanas are 


fine subjects for boxes getting a 
fair proportion of sun. The trail- 
ing lobelias easily raised 
from 


seed are fine to droop over the 
sides of boxes. Verbenas have 
been used with good effect send- 
ing their runners out to hang 
over the edges. 
Annuals or bedding plants of 


long and continuous blooming 
habits are the main 
necessity 


for porch and window boxes and 
annuals of more spreading than 
upright growth. 
For formal boxes, a pretty ef- 


fect has been secured by the 
fire plane Kochia tricophylla, 
keeping the plants trimmed to 
compact proportions. The fol- 
iage turns scarlet in late sum- 
mer. It is at its best during its 
brilliant green stage. 


Fairy 
lilies, 
zephyranthes, 


which bloom all summer in rose 
and white, are useful little bulbs 
to tuck among the other plants.

The National champion boys 


and girls 4-H club team in judg- 
ing dairy cattle, three Nebraska 
boys, will sail for England June 
16, to compete for further hon- 
ors at the International Dairy 
Judging Contest at Wye, Kent, 
England, July 5. America has 
won five of the seven contests 
there, but for the last two years 
the English team has managed 
to keep the gold cup at home. 


The boys on the team all live 


in Boone County, Nebraska, and 
won their championship at the 
National Dairy Show, Memphis, 
Tenn., where the State cham- 
pion judging teams competed 
for national honors. Highest in- 
dividual honors in that contest 
went to Jesse Bilyeu, 18, who 
brought home most of the rib- 
bons and medals awarded for 
individual excellence. The sec- 
ond member of the team is Joe 
King, 17, an old timer in Boys 
and Girls 4-H Club Work in 
Boone County, who started at 
the age of seven and has com- 
pleted 18 different club projects. 
Russell Hughes, 18, the third 
member, has been in dairy and 
pig clubs for the past three 
years The team will be accom- 
panied by M. L. Flack, State ex- 
tension agent in dairy husbad- 
ry, and C. C. Girardot, their lo- 
cal club leader. 
The boys will be speeded on 


their way by Pres. Coolidge who 
will greet them on their visit to 
Washington, June 12-13, just 
before they sail. They will also 
be received by Secretary Jardme 
and other officials of the De- 
paitment of Agriculture. After 
leaving Washington, they will 
sail from Montreal, arriving in 
Belfast, Ireland, June 22. The 
next week will be spent in tour- 
ing Scotland and northern Eng- 
land.

majority in the nation's schools, 
he recalls.

But when the World war 
opened thousands of attractive 
jobs outside the teaching profes- 
soin for women they also showed 
they were willing—and anxious 
—to throw up their low salaried 
posts. 


-This condition will continue 


until the school boards face the 
fact that they must compete 
with other employers for the 
quality of the men and women 
they acquire," he declares. "Too 
much accent has been laid upon 
the nobility of teaching. But no- 
bility is not edible. People whose 
life work is noble must eat, no 
less than others. In the long run 
the field that will not pay will 
not be well served."

This is Replanting Season 


Uniformly unfavorable weather 


all over the country has played 
havoc with early garden plants 
and made a great deal of re- 
planting necessary. It is seldom 
that radishes have to be re- 
planted, but 
some gardeners 


have had this unusual exper- 
ience this season. However, the 
replanting season is now at 
hand and it is by no means too 
late to get good garden crops of 
most of the vegetables. 
; 


The corn and bean season 


seems likely to arrive about on 
time, according to the weather 
bureau. Early crops planted on 
a chance of favorable weather 
were a losing gamble, but there 
is little loss in taking such a 
chance. The pea crop will be cut 
down somewhat as early plant- 
ings have been unsuccessful In 
many sections, according to re- 
ports, but there is still plenty of 
time to get one good main crop 
in.The great majority of the 
summer crops will *not 
suffer 


greatly by the delay of warm 
weather which, according to 
reports, has set gardeners back 


from two to four weeks. It has 
emphasized the value of a cold 
frame for the vegetables under 
the protection of glass could 
grow right along safe from nip- 
ping freezes until conditions 
warmed 
up 
sufficiently 
for 


transplanting.

Great havoc was wrought by 


the open winter among the "har- 
dy - perennials 
in the 
border 


through heaving. Bulbs -also suf- 
fered severely in many locali- 
ties. Nof is the time to get pe- 
rennial seeds started to replace 
losses. May is an ideal month to 
start a perennial garden from 
seed. 


The losses in perennials may. 


be made up by annuals to be 
sown hi the vacant places while 
a new stock of perennials is 
coming on for next year. 


Gardening has its ups and 


downs and an open winter with 
very little snow an'd a cold late 
spring is one of the down per- 
iods. Fortunately they are not 
frequent or regular occurrences, 
so we may bear with our losses 
with such patience as we can 
summon and set about the work 
of replacement by sowing seed.

West McHenry, HI., May 29— 


On the front porch of a small 
stone house here sits Mrs. Sam- 
antha Rorer Button, 98, a kindly 
little woman who dreams of her 
••soldier boy" who marched away 
to war in February, 1864, and 
never came back. 


Except for an aged 
negro 


woman in Alabama, whose son 
fled from slavery to enlist in 
the federal forces, she is the last 
of the Civil War mothers. 


Born in Pennsylvania in 1830 


she came west with her parents 
and settled in McHenry. At a 
very early age 
she 
married. 


Three boys were born to her 
before she was twenty—Clinton, 
Leonard and Frank. Clinton the 
oldest, was a soldier. He enlisted 
in 
Company H, 18th Illinois 


Cavalry, in February, 1864, when 
he was 16. 


Tells of Son 


Mrs. Button now wrinkled and 


worn sits alone with her remin- 
isences. 
"I have had to-work hard all 


my life but we did have the 
jolliest times," she says. "When 
Clinton was 
old enough to 


dance I taught him how and 
was his first partner. I'll 
have 


you know I was no wall flower 
in those days." 


Then the Civil War came and 


with it a call for recruits. Local 
companies were formed in Mc- 
Henry and they drilled not far 
from the Rorer home. 


"There was paradin' up and 


down the streats with torches 
and drums," she says. "Clinton 
was only 16 but he was big and 
strong and they took him in. 
They drilled up and down that 
street." She shouldered her cane 
to illustrate. 


"They gave him a cape and 


"Lefty" was born in Lafayette, 


and later made his home in 
South Bend, where he was the 
star hurler for the 
local high 


school team, which won the St. 
Joseph Valley championship in 
1926. He came to the Marines 
in 1927, won ten straight games, 
and compiled a batting average 
of .306, while pitching for 
the 


sea soldiers of Parris Island, S. 
C. This year he joined the prin- 
cipal Marine baseball team, of 
Quantico, Va., has taken part in 
four games, and has had no de- 
feats chalked up against him .ei- 
ther in the games he has pitch- 
ed single-handed, or in which he 
has served as a relief hurler.

COLOR IN THE GARDEN 


By JAMES H. BURDETT . 


(Director of the National Gar- 


den Bureau) 


In the outdoor room, ' with 


walls of green, ceiling of blue 
sky and decorations of growing 
flowers, color finds,its most lo- 
gical expression. Here color hun- 
ger may be fed upon, a feast of 
brilliant and satisfying 
hues, 


without a suggestion of the in- 
congruous. And here one makes 
the discovery that color 
may 


become a passion; and that the 
beauty of flowers is capable of 
imparting a pleasure as definite 
and keen as any experience in 
life. 


Garden makers have been in- 


structed in the use of color by 
many able and original practi- 
tioners of this art, one of 
the 


first and perhaps the most em- 
inent being Miss Gertrude Jekyll 
of England. Her book, -Color in 
the Flower Garden," 
remains 


one of the best on this subject. 
It may be that few of those who 
make gardens have tfead this 
book, but there have passed from 
mouth to ear, at garden 
club 


meetings and flower shows, cer- 
tain maxims based upon 
the 


teachings of the color pioneers, 
which are accepted and so define 
the fashion. 


Red has been deposed as the 


principal color of our gardens. 
For generations it had reigned 
supreme. Red geraniums, 
red 


cannas, red tulips, red 
salvia, 


red roses, led all other colors in 
sales and dominated all plant- 
ings; Color-conscious gardeners, 
came to-see that where red pre- 
vailed other colors were over- 
whelmed; their charm destroyed. 
A reaction caused a widespread 
movement to banish red 
en- 


tirely from the garden. 
* Few 


gardeners now go far, since red 
as an accent is needed for a 
touch of warm brilliance in many 
color schemes. But the domina- 
tion of red is over forever, and 
the colors most in demand for 
the modern garden are pink a!nd 
blue. 


The laws of color 
arrange- 


ment which govern in all artis- 
tic enterprise apply to color m 
the garden, but they must be 
adapted to special garden 
con- 


ditions and to the color material 
provided by the floral kingdom. 
In the garden one begins with 
two color elements fixed. The 
sky, which is blue or gray, and 
the background,' which will us- 
ually be green. There are few 
true blues in the flower colors, 
but there is a wealth of laven- 
ders and purples. Of pink, yellow 
and. orange, there is an infinite 
variety. 


No color absorbs light 
more 


completely than the green of 
foliage. So borders with a back- 
ground should usually be light 
with plenty of the paler tints, 
if the flowers are to be seen. 
Pale yellows, oranges and whites 
are most luminous and should 


be used with liberality in bord- 
ers; though whites may easily 
be overdone in small gardens. As 
a rule the most effective group- 
ings are those which display har- 
mony by contrast. Such .cbmbi 
nations as orange and lavendar, 
yellow and blue, dark purple and 
white, and pink and blue-violet, 
make the pictures which linger 
longest in memory and provide 
the surest satisfaction for 
the 


color-conscious garden 
owner. 


But if your soul' craves red and 
yellow you will be out of fashion, 
for this combination once so 
popular for early tulip beds in 
April, is now taboo. To like -it is 
to be considered primitive.

Decorates His Grave 


He was brought back and 


buried near his home. 
Every 


year Mrs. Button sees that his 
grave is decorated. 


Mrs. Button attributes her long 


life to hard work and exercise, 
three meals a day and not eat- 
ing between meals. 
She has 


practically no use for doctors. 


"I haven't taken five cents 


worth of doctor medicine in the 
last fifty years and I've had 
enough grief to kill forty women 


but here I am," she says. 


Mrs. Button, then Mrs. Rorer, 


was placed on the pension rolls 
in December, 1864, at $8 a month 
The pension terminated in 1870 
when she married James Button, 
but he died in 1899. In Decem- 
ber, 1926, she filed for pension 
renewal as a dependent mother 
and got it. 
. 
The only other 
Civil War 


mother on the pension, rolls is 
Samantha Farrer, of Athens, 
Ala., mother of Henry Farrer, 
a former slave, who enlisted 
in Company F., 110th Colored 
Infantry. He was captured and 
died in a Confederate prison. 
She is now past' 100 but does 
not know her exact age.

HO hasn't fished with zeal and 
determination and one wobbly

And 
what a sense of victory hard won there 
was when the elusive bit of red was 
finally captured 1 That one bit of fruit 
simply made the drink. 


But cherries are not the only fruits 


for which you can fish in summer 
drinks. There is pineapple. Of course 
you always save the syrup from a can 
of pineapple to use in punch, but did 
you ever think of adding a few bits of, 
pineapple to each glass? Try using 
them and you will like the beverage 
even better,- for the fruit gives just the 
tang that-'inay be missing in the taste,- 
and the dressiness that may be lacking 
in the appearance. 


The Final Frill 


So when you serve pineapple in salad 


or dessert, be careful to pour all the 
syrup into a glass jar and save it; do 
{he same with other fruit syrups; then, 
in a wonderfully short time, you "will 
find that in your ice-box are enough 
syrups for a delicious beverage. 


Here are some recipes which will be 


all the better for the final frill if bits 
of pineapple are dropped in. each glass: 


Pineapple Morning Glory: Mix two- 


thirds cup syrup from canned. Ha- 
waiian pineapple, one tablespoon honey, 
pinch of salt and lemon juice to taste 
(one or two tablespoohs)i **>» makes 


If preferred, juice.of an orange 
may be added. Just before serving, 
drop a few pieces of pineapple in each 
glass. 


Pineapple Punch: Dissolve one cup 


sugar and one glass of currant jelly in 
three cups boiling water. Cool and 
add one cup pineapple syrup, one cup 
orange juice,.one-half cup lemon juice. 
Pour over ice in punch bowl, and, just 
before serving, add one bottle ginger 
ale, a few whole currants and pieces of 
pineapple. 


Punch (or a Party 


Pineapple Egg Nog: Beat the yolk 


of one egg slightly, add pne-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, one-half tablespoon pow- 
dered sugar and one-half cup of syrup 
drained from crushed Hawaiian pine- 
apple. Add one-half of the stiffly 
beaten egg white, and, when well 
mixed, pour into a g_lass. Heap re- 
mainder of egg white on top and 
sprinkle- with nutmeg and drained 
crushed pineapple. This makes an in- 
dividual serving. 


Society Punch: Mix three-fourths 


cup sugar and one cup water and boil 
for five minutes. Chill and add one 
cup syrup drained from .crushed Ha- 
waiian pineapple, the- juice of two 
oranges, and one cup' ice water.- Add 
one orange which has been sliced very 
thin-without removing-.the rind, one-:: 
half cup crushed pineapple and one'
